Howling mobs of anti - govern­ 
ment 
rioters 
today 
stormed 
through at least four of South 
Viet Nam’s biggest cities and 
stoned a hotel where 500 of the 
Un S. troops helping fight the 
anti-Communist war 
are bil­ 
leted. 
th e American GI’s took shel­ 
ter behind the smashed 
win­ 
dows of their rooms in the city 
of Da Nang while student-led 
mobs battled with Roman Cath 
oli£ villagers armed with guns 
and hand grenades. 
A U.S. Army colonel on the 


scene told UPI by telephone 
that at least four Vietnamese 
were killed and four downed 
in the rioting outside the U.S. 
billet in Da Nang. 
More than 30,000 demonstra­ 
tors' were reported to have par­ 
ticipated in the series of angry 
demonstrations as a nationwide 
wave of anti-government law­ 
lessness threatened to boil over 
into religious warfare. An esti­ 
mated 15,000 rioted in Da Nang 
alone. 
Ten thousand Buddhists burn­ 
ed Roman Catholic stores and 
houses in the coastal city of 


Qui Nhon, battering their vic­ 
tims with clubs and sending 
scores of persons to hospitals. 
Students headed a mob of 
4,000 to 5,000 rioters who roared 
through the old imperial capi­ 
tal of Hue, overturning desks 
and furniture 
and setting
